LETTER  OF  APPRECIATION 

Regional  Grazier  Burback  received  the  following  letter  from  Mr. 

G.  D.  D.  Kirkpatrick  of  the  Public  Survey  Office  of  the  General  Land 
Office  in  appreciation  of  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Grazing  Service 
in  the  search  for  a  GLO  employee  lost  in  the  Uintah  Mountains: 

"The  search  for  our  field  assistant  lost  in  the  Uintah  Mountains 
on  LaMotte  Peak  was.  terminated  October  19.  No  definite  clues  were 
found  during  this  exhaustive  45-day  hunt  and  we  have  been  unable 
to  arrive  at  any  conclusion  as  to  the  cause  of  the  man's  dis¬ 
appearance  or  the  location  of  his  body.  The  case  will  evidently 
remain  a  mystery  indefinitely. 

"It  is  very  difficult  to  express  to  you  adequately  the  extent  of 
my  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  your  participation  in  this 
search.  Your  wholehearted  cooperation  in  providing  enrollees  and 
their  foremen  to  prosecute  the  search  was  invaluable.  Without 
them  the  thorough  systematic  combing  of  the  country  would  have 
been  impossible,  and  we  would  not  now  have  assurance  that  every¬ 
thing  possible  wa3  done  to  locate  the  missing  man."

WATER  DEVELOPMENT'  IN  THE  SEARCHLIGHT  DISTRICT,  NEVADA 

Efforts  to  improve  range  utilization  in  the  Searchlight  District  by 
developing  stock  water  have  met  with  narked  success. 

Wells  have  been  drilled  and  springs  developed  in  grazing  areas  that 
heretofore  have  been  of  little  or  no  use  because  of  lack  of  stock  watering 
facilities.  Near  the  town  of  Searchlight,  which  is  more  famous  for  its 
ear ly-day  mining  boon  'than  for  cattle  raising', '  three"  deep  wells"  have  be en 
drilled.  These  wells,  which  have  an  average  depth  of  oyer  700  feet  and 
an  average  flow  of  between  one  and  one-half  to  three  gallons  per  minute, 
make  it  possible  for  cattle  to  graze  over  a  much  wider  area.  By  proper 
utilization  and  storage,  this  wa.ter  is  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the 
maximum  number  of  cattle  that  the  adjoining  range  will  support. 

The  water  is  stored  in  35,000  gallon  rubble  masonry  tanks* and  piped 
to  drinking  troughs,  A  float  valve  is  placed  on  the  intake  pipe  of  every 
watering  trough  so  that  no  water  is  wasted  by  overflow. 

Wells  which  have  been  developed  in  other  areas  of  the  district  are 
also  giving  splendid  results. 

Springs  have  been  developed  in  many  areas  in  the  Searchlight  district. 
Many  of  these  springs  had  gone  dry  or  their  flow  lost  by  spreading  out  over 
the  ground.  In  these  instances  a  collection  tank  of  rubble  masonry  has 
been  built  at  the  spring  and  the  water  piped  to  a  combination  rubble  masonry 
storage  and  drinking  tank. 

The  development  of  wells  .and  springs  has  made  many  square  miles  of 
range  available  for  grazing  in  this  district  that  heretofore  could  not  be 
utilized.

WHAT’S  IN  A  NAME? 

Pecos  Grazing  District,  New  Mexico  (No.  7) 

The  general  opinion  in  the  Pecos  Grazing  District  is  that  the  name 
selected  for  New  Mexico  Grazing  District  No.  7  is  particularly  significant 
since  the  bulk  of  the  district  extends  east  and  west  of  the  Pecos  River, 
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In  the  early  days,  as  Texas  ranges  "became  heavily  stocked,  stockmen 
realized  the  possibilities  of  stock-raising  along  the  Pecos  Rivcer  and 
drove  thousands  of  livestock  into  this  area  where  they  "began  to  develop 
the  range  and  establish  ranches.  Like  much  of  the  range  land  of  the 
West  this  land  was  subjected  to  misuse,  overstocking,  and  periodic  drouth 
conditions.  The  range  feuds,  such  as  the  Lincoln  County  War  famous  in 
Billy  the  Kid  history  and  fiction,  were  the  result  of  range  users  trying 
to  take  by  force  the  additional  lands  necessary  to  run  their  livestock. 

No  fences  and  few  stock-watering  places  were  on  the  range  in  the  early 
days . 

Within  the  Pecos  District  are  the  famous  Carlsbad  Caverns,  30  miles 
southwest  of  the  city  of  Carlsbad,  and  the  Bottomless  Lakes,  12  miles 
east  of  Roswell.  Some  of  the  world’s  largest-producing  pptash  mines  are 
found  east  of  Carlsbad,  and  there  are  several  oil-producing  areas  east  of 
the  Pecos  River.

IN  IKS' MOVIES 

There  are  certain  areas  in  the  Mojave  Grazing  District,  region  3, 
that  provide  unusually  fine  scenery  for  the  filming  of  western  moving 
pictures. 

District  Grazier  Rohwer  tells  us  that  areas  in  the  vicinity  of 
Kernville,  California;  Kelso  Canyon  in  South  Pork  Valley;  and  the 
Alabama  Hills  ziear  Lone  Pine  are  three  of  the  spots  that  moving  picture 
producers  seen  to  like  best  because  of  the  variations  in  scenery  and  the  - 
vast  stretches  of  completely  unobstructed  range.  The  Alabama  Hills 
country  contains  some  of  the  oldest  rock  formations  on  the  continent. 

The  fantastic  weathering  of  these  rocks  forms  a  distinct  contrast  to  the 
Sierra  Nevada  range  and  there  is  a  striking  resemblance  to  rock  forma¬ 
tions  of  the  Old  World. 

The  filming  of  pictures  in  this  area  began  about  1923.  Such  pictures 
as  "Gunga  Din"  and  "Brigham  Young — Frontiersman"  were  filmed,  in  part  at 
least,  in  the  Mojave  District. 

Before  any  picture  may  be  filmed  within  Federal  grazing  districts  a 
bond  must  be  posted  and  a  permit  to  make  sound  and  notion  pictures  ob¬ 
tained  by  the  notion  picture  company.  If  more  than  25  persons  will  work 
on  the  set  on  established  fee  must  be  paid.  This  is  one  of  the  unusual 
"special  uses"  to  which  parts  of  the  Federal  range  may  be  put.
